Says Life Expectancy Increasing 
One Hundred Year Life Span Forecast 
' By Chicago Surgeon 

The average length of life 
reach 100 years by the year 2000, Dr. 
Gilbert Fitzpatrick, Chicago surgeon, 
declared recently. Life expectancy 
is steadily increasing, he said. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick gave the following 
table on life expectancy: The average 
span of life in 1775 was twenty-seven 
years; 1875, thirty-seven years; 1925, 
fifty-seven years; 1975, eighty years; 
2000, 100 years. 

The big inerease in life expectancy 
during the past fifty years can be 
traced to the “germ theory” of dis- 
ease, Dr. Fitzpatrick said.
